Horen Buvey, Lake GENEVA,
TursoAy, July 4, 1865, i

My flear Ser r=1 haye reccived your
very polite inyvitation, on bchall of the
vitigens of the nited States of Awmoriea,
who are in Geneva, to Mrs, MeClellan
and myself to join them at dinner to-day,

I vegrer that it will not be in our power
to do ourselves tho pleasure of meeting
with you in the evlebration of thia most
interesting apuiversary of the mest sucred
day in American calender.  Although 1
cannot ticel gon in person Uhope that you
will permit me 1o vispress che intense joy
and pride with whieh, in common with all
Americans, | look upen the recent glorious
suceesses of our zallint armies under
